Jenka in Pittsburg Bulletin,

and feet, hut bathe when the body is 
warm, providing no time is lost in 
getting into the water. 

Avoid chilling the body by silting 

or standing undressed on the hanks 
or in boats after having been in the 
water. 

Avoid remaining too long in the 
water, but leave the water immediate- 
ly there is the slightest feelr 
chilliness. Th, is and Strong 

may bathe early in the mornin 

an empty stomach. The young 

S ho are weak had better bathe 
in tw o or three hours after a meal, 
the best time for such from two to 
three hours after breakfast. Those 
who are subject to attacks of 
giddiness or fainlness. and those who 
suffer from palpitation Or other sense 

of discomfort al the heart, should not 
bathe « ithout consult ing their 

medical ad\ i
